that all burdens on exports he removed : 
that Mexico join in tbe deliberations of 
the next Monetary Conference of nations, 
anti, finally, that direct steam navigation 
be established between the Pacific [torts of 
Mexico and those of Asia. 


D isc o v e ry ok a R om an R a ce-C o u rse 
at Nantes.—Arcliteological researches have 
recently revealed in 
the neighborhood 
ol Nantes the existence of a rncc-cour.se of 
presumably Roman origin. The founda­ 
tions of the hippodrome occupy an area of 
about 223 by 174 meters. 
Further discov­ 
ery has been made in the vicinity of an 
ancient roadway lending to the Loire, near 
the banks of which river traces of a num ­ 
ber of villas prove the existence of a buried 
city, inasmuch as a theater capable of ac­ 
commodating 4,000 
persons has 
been 
brought to the light of day. A quantity 
of ornaments, jewels, and pottery has been 
recovered among the ruins. Thus far the 
absence of coins lins frustrated the en­ 
deavors of savants engaged in unearthing 
the relie» to establish the epoch of this 
most-reeently-found citv of the Roman oc­ 
cupation.—[New York Evening Post.

“ 1 can remember,” he said, “ years and 
years ago, going to a dinner down in Four­ 
teenth 
reet. given to Morse, the telegraph 
inventor. 
He was an elegant old gentle­ 
man, but when he got on bis legs to talk 
he was awful long-winded. 
I had a friend

We listened to Morse’s speech, 
while he predicted great things for elec­ 
tricity.

T lie H ealth o f th e S ta te . 
J>r. Gerrard G. Tyn4>ll, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the Slate Board of Health, in his* 
m onthly report of the 10th instant make? 
the following remarks relative to the 
health of the State and prevailing diseases : 
lh e mortality list for the month of De­ 
cember shows a decided increase over last 
month, which may be ascribed to the 
heavy rains and the cold, damp weather 
which 
characterized the meteorological 
condition of the month. 
It will be noticed 
that the increased death rate was chieflv 
among those suffering from diseases of the 
respiratory organs, and more particularly 
among those advanced in ytnrs, who, from 
their declining vitality, readily succumb to 
Fvp”,. . »ht attacks. 
Among eighty-six 
localities sending in reports, we find that 
no deaths occurred in any of the following 
towns or villages, viz: Arbnekle, Castro- 
vtlle, Crescent City, College Citv, Dixon, 
Fort 
Bidwell, Forest Ilill, Galt, H ill’s 


As these localities embrace a very large 
population, the healthfulness of the State 
may be readily inferred. 
Reports from ninety different localities 
continue to show an almost entire absence 
of epidemic disease in the State, man)- of 
our correspondents remarking that during 
their sojourn of years in California tliev 
never experienced such a continual ab­ 
sence of disease as has prevailed for some 
m onths past. 
Piarrhica and 
dysentery, hitherto so 
prevalent, is now limited to few localities, 
and in these the disease is of a mild char­ 
acter, and ter tbe most part dependent 
upon local conditions. 
Scarlet lever prevails quite extensively in 
Shasta. 
Millville, Cottonwood, Dowrtic- 
ville, Tehama county, Sttadra. Azusa, Los 
Angeles and Riverside. " 
Measles are quite prevalent in Pomona, 
and have appeared in Millville. 
Sntall-pox was reported in Lakeport— 
three cases being so reported. Our corre­ 
spondent, Dr. I). W. W hite, at once com­ 
menced a thorough investigation into the 
truth of the report and visited the patients; 
he at once discovered that the cases were 
not smallpox, but chickenpox of a rather 
severe character. 
This opinion was con­ 
firmed by Dr. G. T. Mason, and the com­ 
m unity at once relieved from what might 
have been a smallpox panic. 
We again 
take this occasion to urge.upon our corre­ 
spondents the necessity of vaccinating those 
unvaceinated in their vicinities. 
Piphthera continues apparently unabated 
in San Francisco, and prevails unite ex ten- 
ively in Santa Cruz, Modesto, L >s Gatos, 
;:tn Diego, Santa Rout, Colton, Plymouth, 
College City. Etna Mills, 
Rocklin, and 
Amador City. The deaths front this dis­ 
ease this m onth outnum ber by two thirds 
those from typhoid fever in this State, 
which shows an am ount of apathy and 
carelessness in the 
precautions 
which 
should be taken to prevent its spread that 
is almost criminal. There is no reason 
whatever why this disease cannot be con­ 
trolled and confined to the person afflicted. 
Our correspondents in the infected dis­ 
tricts are all reliable educated physicians, 
fully alive to the sanitary necessities of the 
cases, and unsparing in their efforts to 
isolate and disinfect the disease, but until 
the public is as thoroughly instructed in 
tlie contagiousness of diphtheria, and looks 
upon it with as much dread as it does the 
smallpox, the infection will be permitted 
to diffuse itself and valuable lives be un­ 
necessarily lost. 
Croup prevails in the several localities 
that are afflicted with diphtheria, and no 
doubt from the same cause. The deaths 
from it keep steady pace with those from 
diphtheria. 
Erysipelas seems to prevail to a slight 
extent in Truckee, Santa Maria, Calico, 
Amador, Lincoln, Galt, Williams, Vallejo’, 
Shasta, Crescent City, Martinez, Etna Mills. 
Red Bluff and Livermore; the type is mild 
and attended by a very trifling mortality. 
Typhoid and 
typho-malarial 
fevers, 
which may he classed together, prevailed to 
a lim ited degree ; they are mentioned in 
fro

mento and San Francisco. The type is not 
severe and tlie mortality limited. 
Diseases ot the respiratory organs, as 
might be expected at this season of the 
year, prevailed to a considerable extent 
throughout the State, and their fatality is 
proportionate to the lowness of the tem­ 
perature and the presence or exeess o f 
moisture and fog. The relations, however, 
between the weather and diseases are not 
always unitorm, much depending upon the 
environment of the patient and his consti­ 
tutional energy. 
Whooping-cough is becoming quite prev­ 
alent, which indicates somewhat the trnth 
of I)r. Sturgis’ opinion as deduced from his 
vast experience in London as physician to 
the Groat Ormond-street Hospital for Chil­ 
dren. that where epidemic catarrh is preva­ 
lent there whooping-cough is contagious, 
and whatever is specific resides not in the 
cough, but in the catarrh, nf which it is the 
signal. 
On the other hand, epidemic 
whooping-cough, says Dr. West, another 
equally famous authority on children’s dis­ 
eases, very frequently succeeds epidemic 
catarrh, the former disease being gradually 
evolved out of the latter, and adds: “ The 
persistence of the cough, long after tlie sub­ 
sidence of the catarrh, is one of the first 
signs of an epidemic of the whooping- 
cough." W hether we look upon whooping- 
cough as purely convulsive in nature, asso­ 
ciated with catarrh, or as the result of a 
specific germ derived from or generated by 
a pulm onary catarrh, ivo know that it is 
apt. nay, very certain to spread from child 
to child : that it is often injurious, and not 
infrequently fatal. 
It is better then, lor us 
as sanitarians, to treat it as a positively 
infectious disease, by the isolation of those 
who have it, remembering that the au­ 
thorities are many who believe that the 
disease can be c arried and communicated 
by persons andclothing, bearing constantly 
in mind that the object of all sanitation, iii 
the words of the late Edmund Parkes, is 
to make “ growth more perfect, decay less 
rapid, fife more vigorous, death more re­ 
mote.” 


A n A la s k a G ane fo b t h e P r e s id e n t.— 
We find the following in the Scntt4c--[WT” 
T.) Chronicle : 
“ Dick,” the native policeman at Sitka, 
Alaska, lias made a beautiful cane for Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. The officer finished the 
stick some time ago, and gave it in charge 
of Governor Swineford, of Alaska, who was 
to forward it to the great chief. The Gov­ 
ernor failed to put it aboard the steamer 
Idaho in time, just before she left Sitka, 
and it will be another month before it will 
he fairly on its way to W ashington. The 
cane is made of yellow cedar, beautifully 
carved. The carving represents tlie history 
or traditions of tbe bear family, that anim al 
being the “ totem” of the Kahtwatons, the 
most numerous of the two Indian families 
that constitute the entire population of 
Sitka village. 
It is finished with a ferule 
of Alaska gold. The cane is a unique pres­ 
ent, anti will, no doubt, be appreciated by 
President Cleveland, who will doubtless 
need it to lean on after tlie next Presiden­ 
tial election.

T H E CASE OF T H E SH O EM AKEBS. 


The impression prevails at the East that 
( hiñese skilled laborers are liettcr, or as 
workmen than white operatives in 
like trades. 
Nome time ago we published 
¡ni extended rejiort from a jute works com­ 
pany at Oakland disproving this lielief, so 
far as work in that factory was concerned. 
It was there found that the better product of 
the labor of the white workman more than 
compensated for the increased cost of his 
employment. 
The State Labor Commis­ 
sioner Is now engaged in an investigation 
i:pon the same plane, and is taking the 
testimony of competent witnesses, under 
oath, on this important |ioint. 
The in­ 
dustry he is now looking into, is that of 
shoemaking. 
One of the first witnesses 
examined was a dealer who has been in 
the business in Ban Francisco for nine 
years. 
He swore that the white operatives 
in the shoe business in that city are but 


1 ,001) as against ñ,000 ('hiñese workmen. 
That the Chinese workers are steadily in­ 
creasing in number, and the possibility of 
white apprentices gaining places,or enjoy­ 
ing opportunities to learn the trade are as 
steadily narrowing. 
A good white worker 
at the trade should earn $2! a week, but 
he could not possibly live <>n the ten cents 
a day that suffices for the needs of the 
CUine.-e operative. 
He pointed out also 
that theXvhite workman does one-third 
more work than the Chinaman, and that 
the product of bis labor i- of a much bet­ 
ter quality. The witness exclaimed at this 
point, “ There is no comparison between 
the work. 
Ihe white work is verv much 
superior.'’ 
This sworn statement would 
scarcely be made were it not accurate, since 
it is so easy to controvert it, if exagger­ 
ated. 
Another manufacturer, who has 
been in the business twenty years, testified 
that he employs from 75 to 100 hands the 
year round, and no ( hiñese are among them- 
But he complained bitterly of the competi­ 
tion oftheChinese factories, with their cheap 
labor. 
It forces him to the figure of *14 a 
week for hi» workmen, though he is anx­ 
ious to pay more. 
The Superintendent of 
a shoe factory testified als*, that 1n his 
place he has both white and Chinese opera­ 
tives ; that the latter earn $7 a week, and 
the former * lr>, and that the white men do 
one-third more and a great deal better 
work—:ndeed, the Chinese, he .aid, are 
not fit for fine work. 
Taere w ;s oth r similar testimony, but 
enough has been quoted to emphasize the 
statement that in the shoemaking line the 
Chinese are absorbing the business, and 
that they cannot, and do not, furnish as 
good a quality of product as the white 
laborers in this industry. 
It was agreed 
by ail the witnesses that the reintroduc­ 
tion of white labor in the business is mast 
desirable, and would result iu a better 
quality of goods being served to the con­ 
sumers; but they also agreed that any sud­ 
den discharge of lh- Chinese operatives 
would result in punishing the manufact­ 
urers, because the white operatives are not 
now ou the coast to supply their places. 
By their low wages and their methods of 
living, the Chinese have driven them out. 
For every such worl er kept out of the 
State, California has lost a home and a cit­ 
izen, an iniluen e that would contribute to 
the material prosj>erity of the State, and 
tiit- maintenance of American institutions. 
"1 at is the contusion deducible from the 


facts in the case. 
As to what conclusion is 
to be drawn from the thought of the reve­ 
lations, there can lie no doubt in the minds j 
of the impartial—the Chinese operatives j 
OTHEli. 
ought to lie displaced by skilled while * 
laborers, who will have families among us, 
raise up children to the State, enlarge the 
l>ossil)ilities of the trade to youth, add to 
the consuming population, and to the citi­ 
zenship and strength of the land. 


THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


MEETING 
HELD 
AT 
GRANGERS’ HALL YESTERDAY. 


QUARTZ 
MINING AND 
THE HY- 
DEAÜLIC INTEREST. 


The Grass Valley papers are much con­ 
cerned about the demand of the hydraulic 
miners that drift and quartz miners shall 
join han Is with them. 
This was outlined 
in a recent address of the Miners’ Associ­ 
ation, in which they said : 
The two latter classes of m ining (drift and 
quartz mining) have in the aggregate, and are 
uow. .supplying as ranch, if not more, m aterial 
(for tilling rivsrs, etc ) than the hydraulic mines, 
and action by the Federa! Departments tending 
to ham per or obstruct the business of hydraulic 
m illing w ill of necessity npply to ail kinds of 
mining. 
This statement is hotly denied by the 
Grass Valley Tiding*, %rhich flatly de­ 
nounces it as untrue, and charges that the 
Miners’ Association is making a last des­ 
perate etlert to force the quartz miners into 
antagonism with the people of the valley 
on the debris question. 
The Tidings says: 
All the quartz mines worked in Grass Valley 
da not color the waters of Wolf creek two miles 
below tin; lowest m ill discharge into the stream . 
Qaartz tailings arc most generally banked, and 
it pays to bank them . Ail the dirt and rock 
ever taken out, in all tim e so far, of the quartz 
m ines of this county, would not equal in bulk 
the dirt that one first-class hjdraulic m ine will 
w ash aw ay in one week’s time. 
So far as the people of this valley are 
concerned the miners should understand 
that no fight has been made against quartz 
and drift mining. The valley press and 
people have accepted it as true that they 
do not contribute to the nuisance that is 
blotting out the navigability of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
They have not, and do not 
now believe that quartz and drift mining 
are dangerous to those interests, and have 
over and again so declared. 
AVe have now 
the statement of the Grass Valley Union 
that “ while it is true that quartz mining 
has not furnished much of this material, 
drift or placer mining has to a very great 
extent." 
The same pai>er adds that the 
attack by the anti-hvdraulic people is 
against all mining that 
discolors the 
water. 
This is not true. 
It is against 
those influences that have come under the 
ban of law' as declared by the Courts of 
the land; 
but there has been, we re­ 
peat, no attack whatever on quartz and 
drift mining—on the contrary, they have 
been specially excepted. The Grass Valley 
I uion insists that the recent finding of 
the North Itlooiuficld Company in con­ 
tempt was because it was working by 
drifting, which was not excepted bv the 
I nited States Court, from its mandate of 
injunction. 
To all this the Tiding» re­ 
sponds whenever a war is begun upon drift 
and quartz mining, it will be time euough 
to defend. 
And this is good advice. 
The 
present 
effort 
unquestionably 
is 
to 
strengthen the hydraulic mining interests 
:ts against the valley by pulling in the 
quartz and the drift miners, who are not 
and have not been assailed by the vallev. 


T H E 
C ITR U S 
F A I R - A 
SUGGESTION. 


It is a good idea to send the exhibits at 
the Citrus Fair to San Francisco to be there 
exhibited. 
But we suggest that as they 
will there be placed in a larger hall, and 
as expectation concerning them has been 
raised to such a pitch, that their volume 
be increased. 
The troth is, that three 
times the fruit can lie shown. The people 
of this city can, and we are sure they will» 
it asked by the committee in charge, send 
in at the close of this fair new and addi­ 
tional samples. 
Instead of a plate or two 
from a given spot, we can just as well as 
not send twice the quantity. 
The exhibit 
it is true, will be no more representative, 
but it will be more cfiective, with fresh 
foliage added, and there is everything in 
the effect to he produced. 
We have led 
our San Francisco friends to expect a great 
deal, and we must not permit the exhib­ 
its, crowded into a single narrow hall, to 
l>e belittled by display in an immense 
building, such as the Mechanics’ Pavilion, 
or Platt’s Ilall. 
The Sacramento commit­ 
tee ought to firmly insist that the dis­ 
play be made in the business section of San 
h rancisco, say on Montgomery or Kearny 
streets, or in the region of the junction of 
those streets with Market, for this is the 
kind of a “ show ” to which it is most de­ 
sirable that the business men shall go. 
If 
placed far out, as at the Mechanics’ Pa­ 
vilion, it will become simply an evening 
display for the merely curious. 
Bv all 
means let the exhibits be sent to San Fran­ 
cisco, and by all' means let the [>eople of 
Sacramento and vicinity duplicate their 
exhibits, and the two or three hundred 
who have sent in none, and yet who have 
citrus fruit at command, now contribute to 
the common end. 


A D V E R T IS IN G T H E STATE. 


Numerous excursion parties are now 
coming into California from the East conn 
try, anil the fact has caused the San Jose 
M‘rcxb ii to call attention to the advisabil­ 
ity of steps lieing taken with a view of 
inviting these visitors to go to those parts 
of the Santa Clara valley that are fairly 
representative of the productive capacity 
of that section. Thus far, it alleges, noth­ 
ing has been done by the people of that 
region to invite attention to the fertile 
spot. The same suggestion will apply to 
all sections. 
It costs very little to reach 
these people while en route, by circular 
letter giving them authorative informa­ 
tion concerning those portions of the State 
where the productiveness of the coast is 
best exemplified. 
We assume that the 
immigration societies have done a good 
deal of this kind of work already, but there 
is room for more of it. 
The class of people 
making winter excursions to the coast is 
of the very best. 
It is an inquiring class ; 
a class that seeks information, and needs 
it, anil it is the duty of this people to see 
that the demand is met. 


1 itk great struggle now begins in the 
English Parliament. The Irish Home 
iiule party will be called upon to give a 
full demonstration of its power. 
Mr. Par­ 
nell has distinctly announced that he will 
be content with nothing less than a Home 
Parliament for Ireland, vested with full 
l>ower to legislate on all and every interest 
related to the government of the island. 
That England will yield this, so far as it 
concerns commercial interests we do not 
believe. 
That she will concede home rule 
in all other respects appears altogether 
likely. 
The Irish leader* will not consent 
to such a compromise, and the result will 
probably lie a further prolongation of the 
issue, and its projection into new cam­ 
paigns. 


T he P roposed R evision o f th e B y­ 
L aw s o f th e C aliforn ia F ru it 
U nion U nanim ously A dopted. 


A mi xture of cork, silica and lime is com­ 
ing into extensive use in Germany as a 
building material. It has the advanta-e of 
keeping out heat and cold, and is also 
claimed to be an excellent preventive of 
Jan p and defender of sound. It is sub­ 
stantial. light and durable, and seems to be 
especially adapted for ceiling aud wall lin­ 
ing.—[California Architect. 


The adjourned meeting of the fruit­ 
growers of Sacramento anil adjoining coun­ 
ties was held at Grangers’ Hall, in this city, 
yesterday, to complete the revision of the 
by-laws of the California State Union, as 
it will be proposed to amend them at the 
next meeting of the Union, to be held the 
present month in San Francisco. Dr. W. 
A. Hughsou presided, and E. Greer was 
chosen secretary. 
Printed copies of the entire by-laws, as 
they would be modified to conform to the 
amendments made at the last meeting, 
were submitted by Senator Routier for the 
committee appointed to make the revision. 
Mr. Routier and R. L*. Stephens explained 
in detail the revision. The object of the 
amendments have already been fully ex­ 
plained in the columns of the Recobd- 
Cnion in connection with the preceding 
meetings of lruit-growcrs upon the subject. 
T he principal am endm ents were changes 
in Section 10 of the original, for w hich 
Section !>, below, is a substitute, and per­ 
m itting shippers to becom e stockholders, 
as given in Section 5, subdivision 2. 
Under 
these changes the M anager and m ost of the 
expenses of th > corporation are to be dis­ 
posed of, and m uch o f th e revision is to 
bring th e rem aining portion of the by­ 
laws into harm ony w ith 
these changes. 
A t the m eeting yesterday the num ber of 
shares w hich fruit shippers arc to subscribe 
to become m em bers was reduced from three 
hundred to fifty, w ith a view to prevent any 
considerable voting strength upon stock in 
the. m eetings of the U nion from being in 
the bands of the shippers, and to retain 
entire control of the organization by the 
fruit-growers. 
PROPOSED REVISION OF BY-LAWS. 
The by-laws, as revised and amended and 
now completed, are as follows: 
\'"e, the undersigned, owners of the number 
of shares of stock in the California Fruit Union 
set opposite our respective names, hereunto 
attached, which number of shares constitutes» 
majority of all the subscrilied capital stock of 
the said California Fruit I nion, do hereby 
adopt aud publish the following Bv-Laws for 
the management aud control of the 'California 
Fruit Cniou: 
TRUSTEES. 
Section 1. The [>owers and authorities neces­ 
sary for the full management and cure of the 
affairs of the corporation shall lie vested iu a 
Hoard of Trustees, nine iu number, who shall 
be elected by the stockholders annually, on the 
third Wednesday in January of each year. No 
person shall be eligible for the office of Trustee 
who shall not hold, at the time of his election, 
five shares of the stock of the company. Ami 
the office of any Trustee shall become vacant 
whenever he shall cease to hold said minimum 
quantity of stoek, associated with equivalent 
producing acreage. At the first meeting after 
their election, which must be held within ten 
days thereof, the Board of Trustees shall organ­ 
ize by the election of one of their number as 
I’resident, and a second as Vice-President, Tor 
their term. They shall also elect a Treasurer, 
w ho may or may not "be of their number, and 
may be a corporation. They shall also elect a 
Secretary, who may or may not U one of 
their number, who shall, in addition to his 
duties as Secretary, be ex officio General 
Manager, and hold office during the pleasure of 
the Board, and perform such duties as the 
Board 
may, 
by 
vote, 
prescribe. 
They 
shall 
iix 
the 
salaries 
and 
amount '<rf 
bonds 
of 
the 
Secretary 
and 
Treasurer, 
aud 
see 
to 
the 
proper filing of such 
bonds 
and 
their 
maintenance 
iu 
unim­ 
paired sufficiency of securitv. Thcv mav iix 
their own times and places of meeting, for the 
transaction of the business of the corporation, 
and may adopt such rules and regulations for 
their government and for the management of 
the affairs of the corporation as thcv may deem 
desirable, and not inconsistent with the provis­ 
ions ot these laws. Trustees shall receive no 
compensation for their services to the corpora­ 
tion as sncli, bin shall be paid their actual trav­ 
eling expenses in attendance upon any meeting 
ol th:.* Hoard of Trustees. 
THE PRESIDENT. 
Section 2. The President shall bo the execu­ 
tive officer of the corporation, aud shall preside 
at all meetings of the stockholders and of the 
Board of Trustees; shall sign, with the Secre­ 
tary. all certificates of stock, notes, deeds, con­ 
traéis, leases, and generally exercise all other 
authorities and perform all other duties cou- 
nected with the «flairs of the corporation requi­ 
site aud appropriate to such office. lie shall 
receive such oompejiration as may be fixed bv 
t.ie Hoard ol Truitt'.t'S for hi.- services to the cor­ 
poration as President, and shall be allowed 
actual traveling expenses in attendance upon 
any business appertaining to the affairs of the 
corporation. 
T1IE VICE-PRESIDENT. 
Section n. The Vice-President shall, in the 
absence or other incapacity of the President, 
periorm his duties and exercise his power, 
being subject to the same rules as to compensa­ 
tion and expenses when acting as such Presi­ 
dent. 
. MEETINGS. 
Section I. Special meetings.—The President, 
or iu Ills absence the Vice-President. Phall call 
special meetings of the stockholders of the cor- 
tioration. or the Board of Trustees, whenever, in 
his judgment, the interests of the corporation 
require or at any lime ou the written request of 
the stockholders of the corporation ; causing, in 
the case of the stockholders, two w eeks'notice

THE ORANGE SHOW. 


THIRD DAY OF THE .NORTHERN 
CITRUS FAIR. 


I is ito rs fro m E v e ry S e ctio n —A d d i­ 
tio n a l E x h ib its —V isite d l>y 
th e S cho o l C h ild ren . 


Yesterday was the busiest day, so far. of 
the citrus fair, the pavilion being well pat­ 
ronized by visitors throughout the day. and 
many hundreds attending in the evening. 
Over 3,000 school children, attended by 
their teachers, visited the pavilion between 
the hours of 12 and » o'clock p. m. 
This 
was a pleasing feature, and it is safe to say 
that the young eyes which gazed upon the 
golden fruit with such admiration will not 
soon forget this, the first citrus fair of north­ 
ern California. W hile the people of Sacra­ 
mento have been admiring the fruitfulness 
of Yuba and Butte, the people from those 
counties who gazed upon the many hun­ 
dreds of bright, healthful and smiling 
faces, returned the compliment by rem ark­ 
ing: ‘ Productive Sacrament*, she takes 
the cake.” 
T. J. Sherwood, of Marysville, in speak­ 
ing of the Yuba exhibit, says: 
"The ex­ 
hibit of citrus fruit by the citizens of 
Marysville and Yuba county amounts to 
5.000 pounds, by iiity contributors, and em­ 
braces oranges, lemons, limes, citron, per­ 
simmons. olives, etc. By actual count in a 
canvass of the city of Marysville, occupy­ 
ing three days, by a competent person, it is 
ascertained that there are 180 residences 
where bearing orange trees are now grow­ 
ing, ranging in number from four to one 
hundred each, in all 1.881 trees. There are 
also 70 of them who have hearing lemon 
trees, in all 219. Seven who have limes, 0 
who have citron, 28 who have pomegra­ 
nates. 32 who have persimmons, 8 who 
have olives, and 54 who have Iocquat and 
Japanese plum trees, making a. total of 
bearing trees of ail kinds named of 2,818. 
There are also of young trees not yet hear­ 
ing fruit, 36,820 oranges, 4,034 lemons, 120 
lim e , 08 citron. 
301 persimmons. 210 
olives, and 186 Iocquat and Japanese plum 
trees, making a total of growing trees of 
these varieties of -'55,253. There are also 
large numbers of almond. English walnut, 
chesnut and other nut-bearing trees. There 
are in this county, outside of the city of 
Marysville, some 500 bearing orange trees, 
and over 9,000 almond trees, from which u 
full carload of line almonds wefe sent to 
Chicago, of the crop of 1885. The fruits 
and nuts exhibited at the citrus fair is a 
fair sample of what has been grown in this 
county, and we take pride in calling atten­ 
tion to their superior quality. And when this 
has all been accomplished in about twenty- 
five years, in a comparatively new county, 
we think it is sufficient evidence of the fer­ 
tility of the soil and wonderful climate in 
which we are located." 
Dr. C. E. 8tone, of Marysville whose ex­ 
hibit has attracted so m uch attention, says : 
" My trees are seedlings, and commenced 
hearing when seven years old. This is the 
fourth year of hearing. The largest fruit 
was picked before the idea of contributing 
to the fair was conceived. I send both 
small and large—a good average. The box 
is at the disposal of the Directors, and need 
not he returned to me. I hope the propo­ 
sition to send the exhibit to W ashington 
may he acceptable to Senator Stanford, and 
a tree distribution made among the rulers 
now assembled at the nation's capítol. In 
this way tiie capabilities and possibilities 
of this section of California, when freed 
from the menace of hydraulic mining, will 
more generally he made known."

THE RIVERSIDE EXHIBIT. 
During Monday and Tuesday the River­ 
side exhibit was a very limited one. being 
composed of only two boxes of fruit, made 
up of Riverside navels, Malta blood oranges 
and Lisbon lemons. Five other boxes were 
delayed, and four of them arrived Wednes­ 
day afternoon and the fruit was placed in 
position by Mr. Holt in readiness for in­ 
spection in the evening. At one end of the 
table occupied by this exhibit was placed a 
sloping shelf live feet long bv four wide, 
extending from the front of the table hack 
to the wall, the back being about eighteen 
inches higher than the lront. This slop-e 


was covered with a dark-blue paper, and 
the two boxes of the finest Riverside navel 
oranges were placed thereon, which pre­ 
sented a most beautiful and attractive ap­ 
pearance. This fruit was not selected for 
exhibition purposes, but was taken at ran­ 
dom from a’ pile of boxes put up for ship­ 
ping to market. Mr. H olt also had one 
very large navel hunch liner than the rest, 
which was universally admired. 
At the other end of the table was a 
pyramid of oranges and lemons, which 
were also very fine. 
In thecenter were two or three dozen plates 
ol oranges and demons— all very perfect, 
clean and bright. 
Among the varieties in this exhibit were 
the Lisbon and Eureka lemons, the River­ 
side or W ashington Noval orange,the Medi­ 
terranean Sweet, the Sugar Sweet, Du Roi, 
Rio, Queen, Malta Bloods, and other varie­ 
ties, the names of which our reporters 
failed to obtain. 
There were no seedling 
oranges in this exhibit. 
During the evening Mr. H olt was in con­ 
stant attendance cutting up sample oranges 
and giving visitors samples of the qual­ 
ity 
of 
his 
excellent 
fruit. 
Among 
those 
who 
sampled 
the 
fruit 
anil 
pronounced .high encomiums on the quality 
and general appearance of the sam e were 
Governor and Mrs. Stoneman. Dr. Tyrrell 
and hundreds of the leading citizens ofSac- 
ram ento and visitors froiu abroad, includ­ 
ing m any Eastern people now stopping in 
the city. 
The value of this exhibit to the fair can­ 
not he estimated, as it gives our people an 
opportunity to see what has been done in 
Riverside and what they hope to accom­ 
plish in northern California by the exercise 
of the sam e zeal and intelligence shown by 
the fruit-growers of southern California.

W here orange groves now 
thrive, adorn and beautify the hillsides, in 
1819 were brushy thickets and primeval 
forests, inhabited only by wild animals and 
Digger Indiana. During the 57 years that 
have passed since their first advent, they 
have witnessed many changes. 
In Is 19 
they gathered golden treasures from the 
gulches; now they pluck golden fruits 
trom the hillsides. Une enriched for a sea­ 
son ; the other will continue to vield 
golden treasures for all time. One’ was 
what the wanderer was in quest of; the 
other a substantial, never-failing home in­ 
vestment. One was the root of all ev il; 
the other is the source ol wealth, happi­ 
ness and prosperity. 
To-morrow will be San Francisco day, 
and it is expected that m any citizens of the 
bay cities will come up and enjoy the fair. 
It will be an excellent opportunity for 
them to get out of the cold, damp togs and 
enjoy a day of warmth and sunshine in the 
Queen City of the coast.

inE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
rju_ of Sacramento do ordain as follows : 
Sk<ti<>n 1. All bodies < ff deceased persons here­ 
after buried in any of the public cemeteries or 
other burial places of the city of Sacramento, 
which at the time of interment are intended to 
be exhumed and removed beyond the bounda­ 
ries of the State of California, shall be inclosed 
in an air-tight cast-iron casket, or in a box of 
suitable dimensions, made of redwood boards, 
not less than one inch iu thickness, und lined 
with sheet-lead, not les*s than five pounds to the 
s«fuare foot, which shall be soldered by a li­ 
censed plumber. Such box shall have a brass 
vent screw one and a hnlf inches in diameter, 
with standard thread, and with a flange and 
lock-nut, which said vent screw shull l>e sol­ 
dered to the lead on the inside of the bottom of 
the box, six inches from the foot end ol the box. 
Section 2. Before the 1 todies are interred the 
lock-nuts must be removed from the box, so as 
to leave au escape therefrom of all corruption 
into the earth: and when the bodies are ex­ 
humed. and before their removal from the 
grave* the nuts must again be adjusted to the 
box so as to prevent the escape of any foul gases 
or matter. The box or casket must not be opened. 
Sections. Every burial so made shall have 
the name and age of the deceased, together with 
the date and cause of death plainly written, 
printed or engraved upon the outside of thebox 
or casket, and which shall be in the English 
language. 
Section 4. All caskets or l>oxes so used as 
herein provided, shall bo subje t to the inspec­ 
tion of ilie President of the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of this city before interment. 
Section 5. Any persons violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, upon conviition 
shall bu fined not more than five hundred dol­ 
lars, or by imprisonment iu the City Prison for 
not more than ten days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.
